The  budget  adopted  by  the 
Mississippi  ^ptist  Convention  Board 
as  the  proposal  for  1991  is  presented 
on  this  page  It  is  based  on  raising  the 
Cooperative  Program  percentage  by 
one^uarter  of  one  percent. 

In  1984  the  convention  adopted  a 
motion  stipulating  that  the  budget 
would  reflect  a  one-half  percent  in¬ 
crease  each  year  for  the  Cooperative 
Program  until  the  figure  reached  43 


percent. 

While  the  budget  presented  on  this 
page  has  been  adoptkl  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board,  another  version  is  under 
consideration  that  would  raise  the 
Cooperative  Program  by  one-half  of 
one  percent.  The  Convention  Board 
will  not  meet  again  to  consider  the 
revision  until  Nov.  12,  the  day  before 
the  convention  gets  under  way. 

The  total  budget  with  a  one-quarter 


percent  increase  would  be  $20,867,476. 
With  one-half-percent  increase,  the 
budget  would  be  $20,949,962.  The  dif¬ 
ference  is  $82,806.  The  total  budget  for 
1990  is  $19,581,130. 

The  Cooperative  Program  percen¬ 
tage  for  the  budget  adopted  by  the 
Convention  Boai^  is  36.75  percent. 
The  increased  percentage  rate  would 
make  the  figure  37  percent.

Salter 
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King  Josiah  discovers  answers  in  God’s  Word 


By  Bob  Rogers 
2  Kings  22:12-20a 

Christopher  Columbus  made  the  year  1492 
famous  by  his  “discovery”  of  America,  yet  hun¬ 
dreds  of  years  earlier,  the  Vikings  had  found  the 
coast  of  Nwth  America.  The 
difference  was  what  they  did 
i  with  their  discoveries.  At 
certain  points  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  life,  God  grabs  our  at¬ 
tention  and  flashes  his 
message  before  us.  What  do 
we  do  when  that  happens? 
We  should  follow  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  King  Josiah  of  Judah 
1  when  he  made  a  discovery. 
Rogers  Repairing  the  neglected 
temple  in  Jerusa'em  in  622 
B.C.,  his  men  discovered  the  book  of  the  law, 
possibly  Deuteronomy,  which  had  been  forgot¬ 
ten  for  75  years.  This  Sunday’s  lesson,  2  Kings 
22;  12-20a,  tells  us  how  Josiah  reacted  to  the  sud¬ 
den  discovery  of  God’s  word. 

1)  Hear  G<^’s  word  (vs.  11) 

Josiah  was  the  great-grandson  of  Hezekiah, 
whom  we  studied  last  week.  During  the  long 
reign  of  Manasseh  (687-642  B.C. )  and  sIkmI  reign

of  Amon  (642-640  B.C.),  the  worship  of  the  Lord 
had  been  neglected.  Josiah  came  to  the  throne 
at  8  years  of  age  (Chronicles  says  he  b^n  seek¬ 
ing  the  (kxi  of  King  David  when  he  was  16,  and 
at  age  20  he  began  to  purge  Judah  of  idols  (2 
(Chronicles  34:3).  Now  at  26,  he  cleansed  the 
temple  and  discovered  the  forgotten  book  of  Uie 
law  (2  Kings  22:3-8). 

Josiah  could  have  ignored  the  book  as  out¬ 
moded  and  irrelevant  to  his  “modern”  times, 
but  verse  11  says,  ‘Svhen  the  king  had  heard  the 
words  of  the  book  of  the  law,  that  he  rent  his 
clothes.”  Tearing  one’s  clothing  was  an  ancient 
sign  of  moumii^.  Josiah  must  have  been  shock¬ 
ed  by  the  blessings  and  curses  of  Deuteronomy 
28,  and  he  took  the  warnings  seriously.  How 
many  (Christians  shed  tears  over  what  th^  read 
in  God's  word? 

2)  Apply  God’s  word  (vss.  12-17) 

Josiah  was  not  satisfied  to  simply  hear  the 
law  read.  He  sought  out  a  prophet  to  apply  its 
message  to  his  day.  He  called  U^ether  Hilkiah 
(the  high  priest  who  had  discovered  the  book), 
Shaphan  (a  trusted  adviser,  perhaps  as 


secretary  of  state),  and  some  other  servants 
(vs.  12),  and  said,  “(Jo  ye,  enquire  of  the  Lord 
for  me,  and  for  the  people,  and  for  all  Judah, 
concerning  the  words  of  this  book  that  is 
found  . . .”  (vs.  13). 

Jeremiah,  Zephaniah,  and  Nahum  were  ac¬ 
tive  prophets  during  the  reign  of  Josiah,  but  in¬ 
stead  of  consulting  one  of  them,  the  men  “went 
unto  Huldah  the  prophetess”  (vs.  14).  Although 
prophecy  through  a  woman  was  rare  in  the  Old 
Testament,  Huldah  and  three  other  pro¬ 
phetesses  are  mentioned  (Miriam  in  Exc^us 
15:20,  Deborah  in- Judges  4:4,  and  Noadiah  in 
Nehemiah  6:14).  Specific  information  is  given 
about  Huldah’s  husband  and  that  they  lived  in 
“the  college,”  a  word  better  translated  “the  se¬ 
cond,”  referring  to  the  Second  Quarter  of 
Jerusalem,  as  in  Zephaniah  1:10.  The  detailed 
identification  of  Huldah  indicated  that  they 
knew  of  her  gifts  of  prophecy  through  her  hus¬ 
band,  who  may  have  b^n  a  priest. 

Huldah  applied  the  book  of  tte  law  to  her  con¬ 
temporary  generation,  saying,  “Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  Behold,  I  will  bring  evil  upon  this  place, 
and  upon  the  inhabitants  thereof,  even  all  the 
words  of  the  book  which  the  king  of  Ju^h  hath 
read:  because  they  have  forsaken  me  . . . .” 


(vss.  16-17).  Deuteronomy  28:15-68  listed  the  evil 
God  would  bring  upon  the  place,  including  the 
deportation  of^e  king  to  a  foreign  land 
(Deuteronomy  28:36). 

3.  Obey  God's  word  (vss.  18-20) 

Huldah’s  prophecy  of  doom  was  made  easier 
for  Josiah.  “Because  thine  heart  was  tender, 
and  thou  hast  humbled  thyself  before  the  Lord” 
(vs.  19).  Since  Josiah  was  obedient  to  the  Lord, 
the  punishment  would  come  later.  (Jod  told  the 
king,  “Thou  shalt  be  gathered  into  the  grave  in 
peace”  (vs.  20).  This  did  not  mean  that  Josiah 
would  die  peacefully,  for  in  fact  he  was  killed 
by  Pharaoh  Neco  in  battle  at  Megiddo  (2  Kings 
23:29).  Rather  the  prophecy  was  a  promise  that 
Jersualem  would  be  destroyed  in  Josiah’s 
lifetime,  for  “thine  eyes  shall  not  see  all  the  evil 
which  I  will  bring  upon  this  place”  (vs.  20). 

Questions  to  consider: 

1.  Have  you  made  any  personal  discoveries 
in  (Jod’s  word  in  the  last  year?  If  so,  what  were 
they?  If  not,  why  not? 

2.  What  di^overies  have  you  made  in  the  last 
year  through  sermons  you  have  heard?  Name 
two  actions  you  have  taken  as  a  result  of  these 
discoveries.

Why  God’s  Son  came  —  salvation  of  mankind

John  1:1-34;  3:16 

Many  times  we  foce  the  question;  what  is  uni¬ 
que  about  Jesus  (Christ?  What  is  different  about 
him  in  reld^ion  to  the  founders  of  other 
“religions?”  John  faced  some 
of  the  same  questions.  He 
begins  his  gospel  giving 
the  answer  as  it  was  reveal¬ 
ed  to  him  God. 

John  identihes  Jesus  as  the 
Word  (Logos)  of  God.  But  I 
believe  Jc^  goes  beyond  the 
Greek  thought  the  day  coo- 
cemir^  “Logos.”  He  says 
Jesus  is  nuxe  than  the  speech 
(communication)  of  God, 
more  than  man’s  thought  or 
idea  of  (Jod,  more  than  the  knowledge  of  God  but 
that  Jesus  is  God,  and  all  of  these  other  things 
and  more,  uniquely  oHnbined. 

Jesus  was  from  the  beginning.  When  we  go 
back  to  (Jenesis  1,  we  encounter  the  initiation  of 
the  universe  we  have  cwne  to  know,  but  the  Word 
was  before  this  beginning.  He  is  tri-equal  (“Let 
us  make  [create] . . .”)  with  (Jod  the  Father  and 
(Jod  the  Holy  Spirit.

He  is  the  author  and  instrument  of  creation  — 
God.  There  is  nothing  in  whose  creation  he  was 
not  involved.  EverytWng  owes  its  existence  to  the 
Word.  The  elemenL  the  spark,  the  fact  of  life  are 
in  him  and  of  him.  This  would  include  not  rnily 
physical  life  as  we  know  iL  but  spiritual  and  eter¬ 
nal  life  as  well.  That  life  is  also  the  light  of 
mankind;  but  because  oi  the  blindness  and 
darkness  of  sin  and  evil  those  lost  therein  could 
not  understand,  come  to,  or  grasp  the  lii^t  of  life 

Verse  14  further  explores  the  true,  unique 
nature  of  Jesus.

“show”  us  the  way,  he  became  (Jod-man,  a  com¬ 
pletely  unique  person.  In  a  form  men  were 
familiar  with,  and  using  words  and  actions  men 
could  relate  to,  he  was  able  to  communicate  to 
men  (Jod’s  true  nature  in  a  manner  moi  could 
more  easily  understand.  Men  are  allowed  to  see 
the  true  glory  of  God  in  the  unique,  special  One 
of  God  —  the  Word,  Immanuel  ((Jod  with  us).  Not 
since  the  glory  of  dwelt  in  the  tonpie  among 


the  Holy  oi  Holies  was  it  manifest  among  men, 
and  never  before  or  after  in  human  f(Mtn.  Jesus 
is  the  embodiment  of  the  grace  of  (Jod  brought 
to  us  in  human  form.  He  is  the  truth  oi  (Jod  in 
the  trustworthiness  oi  (Jod,  in  his  faithfulness  to 
keep  his  covenants  and  provide  a  way  of  salva- 
ti<m  fcx*  his  people 

John  the  ^ptist  (rffers  further  testimoi^  to  the 
uni^ness  of  Jesus  whom  (Jod  revealed  to  him 
as  the  Lamb  of  God.  Jesus,  the  sacrificial  l^b 
prepared  from  the  foundation  of  the  world  to  take 
awav  the  sins  of  all  mankind  (for  without  the 
shedding  of  blood  there  is  no  remission  of  sins). 
John  never  sou^t  to  usurp  the  place  ot  authori¬ 
ty  of  Jesus  and  in  all  his  testimoniy  gave  deference 
to  him.  In  verse  30,  John  says  that  even  though 
he  was  the  older  of  the  cousins, "...  he  was  before 
me,”  indicating  his  eternal  nature 

John  further  testifes  that  he  did  not  know 
Jesus  was  the  promised  Messiah  until  he  saw  the 
Holy  Spirit  descend  and  remain  upon  him  at  his 
bapitism.  Now  John  declared  what  the  other 
gospels  record  as  being  said  by  the  vrace  frMn 
heaven  “. . .  this  is  the  Son  of  God”  Jolm  immers¬ 
ed  believers  in  water  to  symbolically  wash  away 
one’s  sins  upon  repentance  and  commitment  <rf 


one^  life  to  God  Jesus  had  the  pown-  to  immerse, 
penetrate  and  saturate  the  total  lives  of  his 
followers  with  the  presence  and  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  ' 

We  also  must  bear  witness  to  what  (Jod  has 
revealed  to  us  in  salvation  concerning  his  Son. 
Jesus  is  the  only  begottm  (unique,  one  and  wi¬ 
ly)  Son  and  he  reveals  that  uniqueness  to  us  in 
who  he  is,  what  he  did,  and  wlut  he  continues 
to  do  for  mankind.  His  purpose  was  to  provide 
an  avwiue  of  salvation  fw  mankind  bou^  to  a 
lost  and  dying  world.  Out  of  (Jod’s  love  for  his 
special  creation  that  embodies  that  special,  uni¬ 
que,  spark  of  likeness  and  image  of  (J«l,  he  sent 
his  Son,  being  unwilling  to  see  mankind  slip 
away  in  darkn^  for  etmiity.  God  has  taken  the 
initiative  to  reach  out  to  humanity.  The  way  to 
salvation  is  through  Christ  and  is  available  to  all 
mankind  fw  whosoever  will  believe  in  (accept, 
embrace,  commit  to)  him  will  never  me 
(spiritually)  but  will  have  life  eternal. 

Jesus  came  to  save  the  world.  We  are  saved  to 
bear  witness  of  him.  Let  us  be  as  faithful  in  fulfill¬ 
ing  our  purpose  as  was  Jesus.  God  commands 
iL  Jesus  de^rves  it

“(Controversy  is  wretched  when  it  is  only  an 
attempt  to  prove  another  wrong.  Religious  con- 
troversy  doies  only  harm.  It  destroy  humble  in¬ 
quiry  after  truth,  and  throws 
all  ^  energies  into  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  prove  ourselves 
right  —  a  spirit  in  which  no 
man  gets  at  truth.”  F.  W. 
Robertson’s  words  are  ap¬ 
propriate  fw  the  predica¬ 
ment  Jesus  faced  with  the 
Pharisees.  We  often  face  the 
m  same  predicament  in  our 
•  churches  and  denomination. 

WUbourn  Jesus  is  more  interested  in 
truth  than  braditicKi.  He  dealt  with  the  con- 
,  froversies  of  the  niarisees  by  going  for  the 
truth. 

Jesus’  calling  Levi  must  have  disappointed 
^  religious  nettle  Who  could  they  condemn 
if  the  tax-collector  got  saved?  Who  would  we 
talk  about  if  the  politicians  resigned?  Levi  had 
a  contract  with  the  Roman  government  to  col¬ 
lect  taxes  on  the  international  trade  route  from 
Syria  to  Elgypt.  He  could  set  the  rate  at 
whatever  the  market  would  bear  (Corruption 
was  rampant  in  the  system.  The  public  con¬ 
sidered  tax-collectors  to  be  licensed  extor¬ 
tionists.  By  calling  such  a  person,  Jesus  open¬ 
ly  invited  controversy.  Or  was  he  doing  another 
miracle?  In  (Chapter  5,  Luke  recorded  the 
miracles  of  the  catch  of  fish,  the  healing  of 
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leprosy,  and  the  heal^  of  paralysis.  Levi’s  sur¬ 
render  added  the  miracle  of  a  life  transform¬ 
ed  from  selfish  greed  to  servantlKxxl. 

After  the  resurrection  Peter  and  company 
went  back  to  their  fishing,  tempiH'arily.  L^ 
could  not  go  back  to  his  former  occupation.  Ihx 
collecting  was  far  more  profitaUe  than  fishing. 

When  Levi  left  everything,  he  left  a  lot.  Then 
he  threw  a  party  to  celebrate  his  new  faith. 
Whcan  could  he  invite  but  his  friends  and 
former  work  associates?  This  infuriated  the 
Pharisees.  ’Their  prejudice  prompted  a  con- 
troversy  over  correct  companions  for  Jesus’ 
social  life  ’The  question  is  legitimate  The  pre¬ 
judice  is  not.  A  new  Christian  knows  more  lost 
peo|^  at  the  time  of  his  conversion  than  any 
other  time  in  his  life.  The  network  of  relation¬ 
ships  provides  opportunity  for  sharing  the 
message  of  Jesus.  Christians  need  to  ask 
themselves  wl^  they  socialize  with  people  who 
are  not  (Dhristians.  Are  we  there  to  witness  for 
Jesus  or  to  be  like  them? 

Pharisees  pride  themselves  on  strict  fasting. 
This  pride  was  criticized  by  Jesus.  He  told  than 
to  celebrate  his  presence,  not  mourn  it. 
Leviticus  16:29  commanded  a  yearly  fast  on  the 
day  of  atonement  (Yom  Kippur).  Fasting  was 
appropriate  at  other  times,  kiso.  But  the 
Fharasees  fasted  twice  each  week.  Their  glum. 


unkempt  appearance  let  everyone  know  they 
were  fastii^.  The  spiritual  value  was  lost.  It 
was  a  religious  ritual  without  meaning.  These 
methods  were  severely  criticized  by  Isaiah  — 
“Yet  on  the  day  of  your  fasting,  you  do  as  you 
please  and  exploit  all  your  workers.  Your 
fasting  ends  in  quarreling  and  strife,  and  in 
striking  each  other  with  wicked  fists.  You  can¬ 
not  fast  as  you  do  today  and  expect  your  voice 
to  be  heard  on  high”  (58:3b-4  NIV). 

The  parables  of  the  garments  and  wineskins 
iUustrated  Jesus’  point.  Tearing  the  new  gar¬ 
ment  to  patch  the  old  ruined  both.  New  wine 
poured  into  old  wineskins  resulted  in  the  loss 
oi  wine  and  container.  The  laws  and  rituals  of 
the  Old  Testament  were  gifts  of  (Jod  for  the 
spiritual  development  of  his  people  Jesus 
brou^t  salvation  as  a  grace  gift  of  joy  in  a  new 
relationship  with  the  Father,  Faith  and 
freedom,  not  fear  and  fasting,  are  the  new  signs 
of  the  kingdom  of  God. 


Luke  added  the  controversy  of  the  Sabbath 
to  this  list  1(6:7-11).  Jesus  was  closely  watched 
1^  the  Jewish  reli^ous  leaders.  He  was  mess¬ 
ing  up  their  playhouse!  The  man’s  withered 
hand  was  healed  openly  in  the  synagogue.  T^ 
question  in  6:9  cut  through  all  rhetoric  to  the 
real  purpose  of  (Jod’s  Sabbath.  Jesus’  op¬ 
ponents  were  so  intent  on  proving  their  point 
that  tl^  missed  the  truth.  Their  fault-fmding 
intensifled  with  exposure  to  the  truth  in  the 
dramatic  healing.  Tt^  missed  their  Messiah 
because  be  was  messing  with  their  programm¬ 
ed  righteousness.
